Whilſt his Neapolitan majeſty is thus 


putting every thing in the beſt poſture of 
defence, cardinal Trojano Aquayiva, the 
Spaniſh embaſſador to the © pope, was ex- 
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tremely attentive to what paſſed among the 
partizans of the houſe of Auſtria, in rela- 
tion to the war; for, what by his pru- 
dence, intereſt, diligence, and wealth, no- 
thing eſcaped him, whether tranſacted by 
the Auſtrian generals in the camp, or by 
their agents in the city of Rome. It was, 
therefore, by letters from him, that the 
king of Naples had the firſt intelligence of 
Lobcowitz having; for the reaſons above 
taken notice of, given up all thoughts of 
invading that prince's dominions on the 
fide of Abruzzo ; that he now deſigned to 
transfer the ſeat of the war to Caſſino, as 
judging that rout the moſt commodious for 
marching to Naples; and that he vainly 
imagined this city, together with the whole 
proving round it, would riſe in open rebel- 
ion as ſoon as his army was near enough to 
protect them; or, at leaft, that the con- 
fuſion occaſioned by his approach, added to 
the concurrence of the Auſtrian faction, 
and ſuch as wiſhed for a revolution, would 
give him the beſt opportunity in the world 
to make himſelf maſter of the whole king- 
PET e eee 
_ Upon receiving this. intelligence, his 

Neapolitan . majeſty immediately changed 
his rout from Abruzzo towards Caſſino; 
and gave orders, that the Spaniſh army, 
taking the rout of Celano and Sora, ſhould

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Join. him at the ſame place. Accordingly, 


on the thirteenth of April, he ſet out from 
Caſtello di Sangro, and, after being de- 


tained a few days at Venafro, procee led to 
San-Germano, a town in the diſtrict of 


Caſſino, and formerly a villa of the learned 


Marcus Varro ; where he arrived much 
about the time that Lobcowitz decamped 


from Macerata, and advanced with his army 
through Umbria. The Spaniſh generals 
being come thither to wait on his majeſty, 


| he called a council of war, at which the 


duke of Modena, a prince ſtrongly attached 
to the Bourbon intereſt, likewiſe aſſiſted; 
as did the duke of Montallegri, then juſt 
recovered from a dangerous illneſs, which 
he had contracted during the march, and 


5 who, as we have already obſerved, had a | 
great deal to ſay with the king. Some were 


of opinion, that they ought to wait the Au- 
ſtrians on the frontiers of the kingdom, 
by which means they thought the narrow = 
paſs of the foreſt of Caſſino might be 
more eaſily defended, and the army better 
ſupplied with proviſions from the maga- 
zines laid up at home, than it could be in 
a foreign ſtate, or ſhould. they be fetched 


froma diſtance. Beſides, according to them, 


nothing would contribute ſo much to pre- 
vent an inſurrection, ſuppoſing the people 
diſpoſed that way, as the king's preſence; 
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not to mention the additional valor with 
' which the ſoldiers would fight, when under 
the eye of their kinſmen and countrymen. 
Count Gage, on the other hand, comman- 
der in chief of the Spaniſh troops, of whom 
we have already made mention, was of a 
quite different opinion. It is by no means 
adviſeable,” ſaid he, © to ſtay here till the 
tranquillity of the kingdom 1s diſturbed by 
an actual invaſion, and the people, let their 
diſpoſition be what it will, are provoked by 
the devaſtation of their lands, and other 
calamities of war. An enemy, that depends 
on a rifing in their favor, ought to be kept 
at as great a diſtance as poſſible; and as to 
proviſions, there is no reaſon to be appre- 
benſide on that head, ſince the more pro- 
vinces are free from the ravages of the ene- 
my, the greater will be the ſupply of them. 
Beſides, the enemy will loſe much of their 
_ courage and ardor, when they ſee our army 
advancing, inſtead of retiring before them; 
thoſe, who act offenſively, being always 
deemed; ſuperior to their adverſaries. I 
muſt likewiſe obferve, that, whether we 
attend to the number or bravery of our 

forces, we ſhall find reaſon to offer the 

enemy battle, rather than ſhelter ourſelves 
in woods and places of ſtrength. Finally, 
we ought to conſult the dignity of his 
Neapolitan majeſty, for whom it is certainly 
e SS more 
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more honorable to meet the enemy, than 

ſtay at home till attacked. 

This ſpeech of the Spaniſh general had 
the more weight, on account of his great 

reputation, long experience in war, and 
| becauſe it was judged moſt advantageous as 
well as Honor for his majeſty; not to 
mention, that ſome, like true ſoldiers, ap- 
proved of it as being the moſt daring. 

Immediately upon breaking up of the 
council, the king decamped from an-Ger- 
mano,. and 3 in ſo many days marched from 
| thence to Arpino, from Arpino to Veroli, 
and from Veroli to Anagni. This laſt 
town is ſituate upon a hill Iof canſiderable 
height in the middle of the Campagna di 
Roma, and is the capi ital of the antient 
Hernici; and below it there lies a pre 
large plain, ſurrounded by bills on all des. 
Here the king encamped, as being a pee 
no leſs pleaſant, than convenient to draw 
up his army in; and here it was the ad 
niards firſt joined him, in 5 i carry on 
the war with united for he 8 Spanilh 
army conſiſted of eleven N = foot, 
and three regiments of horſe; more re- 
markable for their valor than numbers, as 
haying ſuffered conſiderably by marches, 
battles, and frequent deſertion.

the Neapolitan army, there were ei 
battalions of infantry, and five regiments 
of horſe: all which, if we except only the 
five battalions lately raiſed in the provinces, 


were veterans, inured to military exerciſes 


by many campaigns, and this ſecond Italian 
war; moſt of them having been lent by 
the king of Spain to his fon, the king of 
the two Sicilies, who ſome time ago had 
recalled the duke of Caſtropignano from his 
embaſſy to the court of France, in order to 
take upon him the command of this army, 
being eſteemed an expert general.

As to the country round Velletri beſides 
being g extremely uneven, it is ſo full of 

pits and holes, as makes it much fitter for 
infantry than cavalry. Not far from the 
-convent of capuchins, northwards, lies a 
iidge of hills, one riſing above 3 3 
the higheſt whereof is the above-mentioned 
y 25 3 which, reaches as far as, the 
wood of Ariccia: from it one may have 
an extenſive proſpect over all the country 
round. At the diſtance of two miles from 
Velletri, juſt where the ſaid ridge of hills 
begins, there are two lower ones, on the 
road leading to Rome. One of theſe ex- 
tends conſiderably towards the, Auſtrian 
camp, and is called Spina. The other lies 
nearer 
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nearer Velletri, and on it the Auftridns 


made their firſt appearance, as already ob- 


ſerved-. The Neapolitan army had ne- 
glected to take poſſeſſion of theſe hills, 
either on account of their diſtance, the 
ſhort ſtay they intended to make at Velletri, 
or the like reaſons, which it matters not to 
enumerate in this place. However, the 
Auſtrians immediately ſet about fortifying 
that next the city, by caſting up trenches, 
and erecting a battery of ſome cannon; 
for the — of all which they left a 
thouſand men, under the command of 
general Piſtalucci. 
From this hill the Auitians had a Pe 
oſpect of the Neapolitan camp, and city 
of Velletri; fo that every the lcaſt motion 
and change of diſpoſition were eafily per- 
ceived, which gave the king no little un- 
- eitel! Beſides, the fituation of the 
Auſtrians gave them always the advantage 
of the ground, in the frequent ſkirmiſhes 
between the parties of each army; whilft 


the Neapolitan advanced . and cen- 


tinels were continually expoſed to the fire 
of the batteries on the above- mentioned 
hill. All this time the Auſtrians were ſtill 
gaining ground, and had advanced ſo far as 
to make themſelves maſters of an eminence 

and houſe, diſtant only half a mile from | 

Velletri, after routing a party of moun- 
. * taineers 
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taineers left for its defence. This ſucceſs 
filled them with the moſt ſanguine hopes, 
of being able gradually to hem in the Nea- 
itans in ſuch a manner, as to compel 
them to retreat; notwithſtanding the ma- 


nifeſt danger to which they muſt — 


be expoſed, from an enemy ſo near at hand 
to purſue them: or, ſhould his Neapolitan 
majeſty reſolve to hold it out to the laſt 
extremity, they imagined they could eaſily 


diſtreſs his army for want of water, in the: 


enſuing hot ſeaſon; having, for that pur- 
ole, diverted the canal = ſupplied the 
vefore-mentioned fountain. Add to all 
this, that as the nearneſs of the enemy 
_ would oblige the Neapolitans to be always 
under arms, they mult of courſe be greatly 
diſtreſſed by continual duty; a circumſtance 
- which never fails to increaſe the number of 
deſerters, as well as invalids: whilſt; they, 
in the mean time, would ſtill be making 
farther, progreſs, and could not miſs to 
find frequent opportunities: of harraſſing, 
if not of defeating, the whole Neapolitan 
army. That this would be the caſe, Lob- 
cowitz had not only boaſted to his officers, 
but likewiſe, written to Rme. 
In this critical conjuncture, his Nagpali 
tan majeſty called a council of war, to de-

At the 
fame wi his Neapolitan majeſty was in- 
formed by the ſpies, that the reſt of Lob- 
cowitz's army were at ſo great a diſtance; 
that the hill poſſeſſed by Piſtalucci might 
be taken before he could ſend a detachment 
do it's relief, or even perceive that any ſuch 
attempt had been made. | 
On receiving this ſeaſonable piece of in 
telligence, his majeſty gave the command 
of the whole enterprize to count Gage, who 
Was alſo ſaid to have been the firſt adviſer 
of it. When this general had carefully in- 
formed himſelf of the roads, by means of 
ſpies, he diſpoſed his men, who were four 
thouſand in number, in ſuch a manner, that 
part of them ſurrounded the enemy on all 
' fides; whilſt others made themſelves maſters

They marched out of the camp towards 
break of day, the whole army being at the 
ſame time commanded to lye under arms. 
When the Auſtrians, as already obſerved, 
had taken and plundered the houſe on the 
road to Rome, this ſucceſs filled them with 
frantic joy, and a contempt of the enemy ; 
and having beſides got themſelves drunk 
with the large quantities of wine they had 
found there, of Which that nation are 
great lovers, the watch were extremely 
negligent in the diſcharge of their duty. 
The Neapolitans, on the other hand, had 
got over the moſt difficult part of the way, 
and reached the top of the ridge of hills, 
by day- break; at which time, they poured 
upon the Auſtrians all at 'once, both in 
front and rear, and that with ſuch 1 impe- 
tuoſity, as left them no leiſure to arm, or 
even to diſcharge their cannon. The greater 
part of them were either killed or taken 
priſoners, lying half- aſleep in ther tents; 
and the reſt, who endeavoured to flee to 
the thickets, or retreat to the main army, 
being intercepted by parties of Neapoſi- 
tans, poſted on all the roads for that pur- . 
poſe, were obliged to throw down their 
arms, and ſurrender themſelves priſoners 
of war. Even the brave Trips, an officer 
of Pallavicini's regiment, and the only 
man that made any ſort of reſiſtance, was 
taken ä after n — ſtood 


his 
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his ground, till, being all mangled with : 
wounds, his ſtrength failed him. This 
brave man died a few days afterwards, | 
and was honorably buried by the Nea 
litans, who could not help admiring tt at : 
_ valor, which fo lately bad provoked 2 
reſentment. Piſtalucci too could not 
vent his being made priſoner, in the nin 
| Houſe he had but taken the day before: : 
7 fo ſudden and unexpected was the attack. 

When Gage had thus routed the gar- 
riſon, taken many priſoners and five pieces 
6 cannon, and made himſelf i r of 
the hill in queſtion, together with all that 
ridge commanding it, he gave orders to 
the Neapolitan guards to move forward, 
and that the cavalry ſhould likewiſe ad- 
vance from Civita Lavinia: and ſuch was 
their diligence on this occaſion, that before 
a few ſtragglers could eſcape to inform 

Lobcowitz of this diſaſter, he himſelf per- 
ceived all the eminences in the poſſeſſion 
of the cnemy; which ſight is ſaid to have 
ſo diſconcerted him, that he hardly knew- 


bow to act, whither to ſend relief, or what 


_ diſpoſitions 'of his army this unforeſeen 
accident rendered neceflary. By this time, 
the Neapolitans, after ſpreading conſterna- 
tion everywhere, ſeemed to threaten the 
Auſtrian camp itſelf; for count Mariano, 
chief engineer to the king of Spain, had 
made himſelf maſter of the hill called 


Spina,

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Spina, which. as we already obſerved; 
| ſtretched. out to rards the Auſtrian camp. 
to attack which, it was thought he would 
pour down with all his forces from this 
eminence., Nothing could be ſeen among 
the Auſtrians, but hurry and confuſion. 
Sutlers and ſervants took to their heels as 
faſt as they could; and the women, of 
whom, according to the cuſtom of their 
country, the Germans have always great 
numbers in the camp, filled every place 
with lamentation and howling. Some 
even fled with their baggage as far as 
Rome, without halting, and carried the 
panic along with them; for the gates of 
that city were. immediately ordered to be 
ſhut, leſt the Auſtrian army might take 
ſhelter therein: nay, ſuch is the credulity 
of mankind, when alarmed by danger, 
they not only gave credit to common re- 
port, that always repreſents things worſe 
than they really are; but even imagined 
they ſaw clouds of duſt raiſed by: the pure, | 
wers and purſued. 2 7 

Be this as it will, the Aokiians them-1 - 
ſelves do not deny, that Lobcowitz's army 
might have been that day cut to pieces, 
: had the Neapolitans improved the advan- 
tage they had juſt gained; by briſkly at- 
tacking them while thus — and 
ready 5 betake themſclves to flight.

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bined army were afraid of an ambuſh in

ever was the motive, they ordered the 


trumpets to ſound a retreat, as ſoon as the 
advantage they p urpoſed to themſelves was 
obtained. The ſoldiers, however, obeyed 
this order with great reluctance, and even 


publicly condemned the conduct of their 


commanders in calling off their troops, 


when animated with an uncommon ardor 
to attack the enemy, now the diſtance be- 


tween them was ſo ſmall; by which means, 
an opportunity of gaining a complete and 


ſpeedy victory had been loſt. But this was 
not all; for no ſooner had the retreat of the 


combined army given the Auſtrians time to 


recover from their fright, than they imme 


diately took poſſeſſion again of mount 
Spina, which they had deſerted a little be- 
fore, and fortified it with ſtronger works 
than ever. That the Neapolitan army _— |

it, imploying therein no leſs than five hun- 
dred engineers. His majeſty likewiſe gave 
orders to fortify the town of Sermoneta, 
and an hoſpital for the ſick and wounded 
to be eſtabliſhed therein.

Count Gage on this decamped from 
San Giuliano, and taking a compaſs to the 
right, marched to a place called Vighitiolo, 
or Viguzzolo, about two miles on the 
other ſide of Tortona: whilſt Don Philip, 
as had been before agreed on, came and 
took poſſeſſion of count Gage's camp; or- 
dering the cavalry to provide themſelves 
with plenty of proviſions and forage, that 
they might have no occaſion to leave the 
camp for a conſiderable time. By this diſ- 
poſition, the two armies not only ſurround- 
ed the town of Tortona, but lay at ſuch a
